ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


Initially, a ship containing LNG sails to an existing offshore natural gas pipeline. Such 
pipelines are often found on offshore natural gas platforms. The ship containing LNG then connects 
to a gasification device, which may be located on the ship, the platform, or on another ship (e.g., a 
barge). This gasification device, in turn, connects to the pipeline and supplies the pipeline with 
natural gas. In this manner, natural gas can be supplied to an existing pipeline without involving a 
land-based gasification device. 
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
